An explosion of. natural gas at the 


home of H. O.' Tucker, at Jackson 
and Locust .streets, .Sunday evening 
at 6 o'clo.ck, wrecked the .house and- 
set fire td the' mattresses^ of two bed 
rboins on the second floor. Five per- 
••sbns.in the house a,t the time of the 
explosion" escaped1-;"without, injuries, 
thougri".all-•were/'-thrown from their 
feet by- tlie'-.force"of the .explosion. 
. It is the; theory of .the "gas com- 
pany's 
officials 
that escaping gas 


from a leak in .the main in TLoeust 
street, which passes the.Chouse,.fol- 
lowed an old water pipe into 
the 


"basement of the structure,.-It nvas 
thought improbable that the gas foU 
lowed the feed pipe, as it' is --joined 
at a meter on the outside of 
the 


building,1 before entering the house: 
The explosion followed the light- 


ing of a %as light in an upper room 
of the house by Miss A-mahda > Car- 
penter. According to the ^details* of 
the catastrophe related to an .Advo- 
cate reporter,' Miss Carpenter 
went 
to a i;ear:.bedfbbm upstairs and light- 
ed, a gas' Jet. ^-

7She left the-room and "had" reached, 


-the head of the-stairs, 15 feet-away,- 
when-the :explosioii occurred. Whath-

explosion seemed to be spent in this 
•room. 
it is evident that the fumes filled 


the space between the .. plastering 
and weather-boarding, for the north 
wall of- the house and the plastering 
in 'the bedroom and kitchen 
were 


torn away. 
In the house at the time were Mr. 
arid Mrs. Tucker, their two sons, Al- 
Ihert and Edward, and Miss Carpen- 
ter. 


The two sons were in the kitchen 


sit the time, one of them liaving just 
shaved himself. He handed the ra- 
zor to his brother and asked to have 
the back of his neck "scraped." At 
this in-stant the gas let go 
with 


great force.

wall. The blade of the razor struck 
so'me object and a nick an inch long 
was broken in the edge. -Neither of 
the young men suffered more

•fright, neither suffered any injury 
from the shock. 


• The burning gas 'set fire to two 
mattresses in the bedroom, where the 
greatest damage was wrought, and 
this in turn communicated to

tresses were thrown out of the win- 
dow to the ground and in a short 
titae the flames were extinguished.

BRYAN DENOUNCED ON FLOOR 


OF HOUSE BY DEMOCRATIC 


CONGRESSMAN FROM TEXAS 


Washington, Feb.-'12.—William J. 


Bryan was held up to the house as 
the "evil 
genius 
hovering on the 


flanks of Democracy" by Representa- 
tive Martin E. Dies' of Texas, who 
spoke in. reply to The Commoner's 
latest attack on the Democratic mem- 
bership of the house. 


Democrats and Republicans alike 


cheered Mrs. Dies' declaration that 
he "neither feared the power nor re- 
spected the judgment" of the Ne- 
braskan, and his further announce- 
ment that Democracy under the lead- 
ership of Champ Cla^k and Oscar W. 
Underwood was headed toward com- 
plete success, swept the Democratic 
side of the house into storms of ap- 
plause. 


"I am almost ready to join Gov- 
ernor Wilson 
in his desire to find 


some decent and orderly manner of 
knocking Mr. Bryan into a cocked 
hat," said Mr. Dies' amid a roar of 
Democratic laughter and applause. 


Mr. Dies' attack upon Mr. Bryan 


followed the latter's declaration in 
the last issue of. The Commoner that 
the 13 Democrats who voted against 
a recent amendment in" the house to 
require publicity of all recommenda- 
tions to t'he president on judgeship 


appointments were "unworthy to rep- 
resent a Democratic constituency." 


Mr. Dies 
declared 
that if Mr. 


Bryan had spent as much time read- 
ing law as he had attacking Demo- 
crats in public life he would have 
known that the proposed law would 
be unconstitutional ahd an infringe- 
ment of the president's rights. 
' • 


"Mr. Bryan has led the Democrats 


through three disastrous defeats," 
cried Dr. Dies. "Like the Bourbons of 
old, he (has learned nothing and for- 
gotten nothing. 
He points our col- 


umn straight toward the rocks at St. 
Helena. 
The people are ready to 


give us more power. In this situa- 
tion it is a calamity if not a crime", 
for Mr. Bryan to sow seeds of dis- 
cord in the ranks of the party. 


"Whatever we do here displeases 


him. 
The prospect of Democratic 


success seems to anger his very soul. 
I prefer to follow the leadership of 
the gentleman from Alabama. 1 have 
followed the Don Quixote of Nebras- 
ka until I am wearying of a war up- 
on windmills. I demand to be led 
against the enemies of Democracy." 


The conclusion of-Representative 


Dies remarkable attack on Bryan 
was marked by general applause .and 
the clustering around him of Demo- 
cratic colleagues, who 
shook his 


hands. 


MANCHU DYNASTY ABDICATES 


AND A REPUBLICAN FORM OF 


GOVERNMENT IS ESTABLISHED 


Peking, Feb. 12.—After losing the 


certainty of absolute rule, the Man- 
chu dynasty announced today 
the 


yielding of power and the abdication 
of the throne of China in favor of a 
republican form of government. 


The announcement was made in 
three edicts. 
The first announcing 


the abdication; the second declaring 
that the throne accepted the Republic 
and the, third approving all the con- 
ditions agreed upon by Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai and the republic. The lat- 
ter edict created much surprise, 
it 


having been expected that the Man- 
chus would attempt 
to 
safeguard 


many privileges. 


The third also informed the gov- 


ernors of the provinces of the retire- 
ment of the throne and instructing 
them' to continue doing their duty, 
saying the step was taken at the de- 
sire of the people. 


Today's abdication of the Chinese 
throne by Pit Yi, the child emperor, 
brings to an end the powerful Man- 
chu dynasty begun in China in 1864. 
The boy emperor was. placed on the 
throne on Nov. 14, 19Q8, when his 
uncle died. His father. Prince Chun, 
who was aponinted regent, was the 
.chief figure in China for three yeara.

Speaking In Madras, India, the Preach-

the Victoria Hall, 
was crowded to 
hear Pastor Rus- 
sell. He spoke 
twice here today. 
We report one of 
his discourses 
f r o m the text: 
"The blessing of 


the Lord, it maketh rich; and-He add- 
eth no sorrow- therewith." (Proverbs 
x, 22.) He said:— 
| 


The thing which strikes me specially 


as I visit yojir great city for the first 
time is the marked contrast between 
the palaces of your superior quarter 
and the hovels of Blacktown—tile con- 
trast between great riches and great 
poverty. 
But think not that I have 


come into your mids, to speak words 
which would engender strife or even 
discontent. Rather my message will 
be one of peace. I bear you the Mes- 
sage of _the Kingdom, of God's dear 
Son—the Kingdom for which we have 
all so long prayed, "Thy Kingdom 
come; Thy will be done on earth, as 
it is done in heaven."

The inequalities, mental and phys ' 


ical, which prevail amongst us as mem- 
bers of a fallen race, produce naturally 
our inequalities as respects •wealth and 
Bocial conditions; it is well, therefore, 
that we should not accept the rabid 
views entertained by many, but we 
should think soberly, dispassionately, 
"We should not be quick to think 
of the wealthy as robbers of 'the pool 
and injurious to the general welfare, 
wholly selfish and under Divine repro- 
bation. "We should remember that God 
Himself is very rich. All the gold and 
the silver are His, and the cattle upon 
a thousand hills, with Infinite power, 
beyond human comprehension. 
j 


We should remember that It is writ- 


ten that "Abraham was very rich," and 
that "his riches did not interfere with 
the fact that he "was the friend ol 
God," and that to him God gave that 
great promise secured by the Divins 
-oath, which is the basis of all hope foi 
the blessing of the world: "In thee and 
in thy Seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed." Other noble char- 
acters on the pages of history are noted 
as having possessed great wealth. 
Many of us have erred in thinking that 
the wealthy are to be measured by oth- 
er standards than are the poor. And 
could anyone properly urge that if rich 
and poor be measured by the same 
moral standards the poor would be 
found more noble minded than the 
rich? We think not. 


We should therefore view the mat- 


ter of poverty and riches philosophi- 
cally. Both poor and rich should be en- 
couraged to use faithfully the opportu- 
nities •which they possess and to wait 
patiently for the Lord's time and way 
for the introduction of the new order 
of things which He has promised, as- 
sured that it is not in our power to ei- 
ther hasten or delay the Divine pro- 
gram,

.•wings" in a manner that poverty rare- 
ly imitates. 


The talents and opportunities which 


have brought great wealth to some of 
our prominent Americans have brought 
.wealth and 
prosperity in smaller 


measure to those associated with them 
in their enterprises. Indeed, in some 
respects the entire world, and partic- 
ularly America, owes them a debt of 
gratitude for their energy and perse- 
verance in the exercise of their talents 
and opportunities along such broad 
lines. And if some of these have been 
negligent of their opportunities for the 
re-distribution of their wealth in the 
interests of their fellow men, all the 
more should this throw a halo of hon- 
or about the heads of those who have 
lemembered that wealth, like all oth- 
er great talents, is to be used, not too 
Belfishly, but for the public good.
